Had this been 
taken for the experiment, it is obvious what 
a fallacious concluſion muſt have been drawn 
from ſuch premiſes, 

This is a ſingular circumſtance, and not 
eaſily accounted for; it would ſeem that reſt 
was neceſſary for the ſecretion of pus, and 
that a certain degree of tenſion was removed
